EMIGRATION FROM SWATOW. 


Consul A, Frator writesin his report for 
1889 :—Sixteen thousand . three «hundred 
and’ ninoty-four pnasengers. left Swatow 
during the yeac 1889 in foreign. vessels’ for 
Bong*Kong,.44,208 for ‘the Straite Sattle. 
ments, 9,171 for, Siam; 368 for. Cochin 
China, aud 3,301 for the coast porta of 
Chins; -aud in’ the game yenr . 53,277 
Chinese came as pansengers in the same 
class of. vessels from.ijong Kong (tho moat 
of thom ‘being probably” emigrants return- 
ing from the Straits Settlements, Siam, 
Java, ond Sumatra), 162 from Singaporo, 
53 from Sumatra, and '95 from Cochin 
China direct, and 3,935 from the const ports. 
Thus tho: total departures. were .77,317, 
and the nrrivals 57,462. Tho numbors. for 
1888 were 68,747 and 68,040,
